Notes. — The expression “ Ashbourne Act " has been held to mean the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Acts, 1891-96, 
us all advances under the Ashbourne Act ( the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885) had ceased long before the years 
1901-1902, the figures furnished being those which appeared in the Returns of Advances made in the years ended the 31st 
March, 1901 and 1902, which were appended to the Reports of the Commissioners for thoseiyears. 

The figures under the Irish Land Act. 1903, have been calculated from the number of years purchase agreed upon 
between Vendor and Purchaser in Direct Sale cases where Advances were made to 31st July, 190b, and it has been assumed 
that Bonus is payable at the rate of 12 per c'ent. on the entire Purchase Money, though where payable it is only paid on the 
actual advance made. The total cash payments by Tenant Purchasers, however, only amounted to 0'8 per oent. of the 
entire Purchase Money.
